Under  the  terns  cf  a  treaty  recently  concluded  betv/een  Gern,'nny^.^_  / 
and  Itp.ly,  the  conventional  duty  on  p.'^xked  a^rples  ir.iported  into  Gernar^*^ 
V7as  fired  at  33  cents  per  'tcx  and  $1.09  per  barrel.    The  forner  duty  v/as 
57  cents  per  "bnx  and  0--S7  per  "barrel.     The  new  rates  autonatically 
tecai-ie  applicable  to  all  co^ontries  that  en;ioy  nost-f a->7 ored  nation  treat- 
ment under  their  coi:r:.ereial  treaties  witn  Gerrxany.  and  in  addition  to  the 
United  States  include  tne  United  Kingdom,  .Tt:-Jy,  Holland,  Belgii-un^ 
Switzerland,  Austria,  Ilua-ary,  Yugoslavia,  and  Gsechcslovalcia.     The  apple 
exporting  countries  that  do  not  have  this  clause  in  their  corx-iercial 
treaties  with  Gernany  are  i'rance,  Australia,  and  Canada. 

IrTOorts  fron  Canada,  i'iustralia,  and  France  are  subject  to  the 
general  schedule  of  duties  prescribed  in  the  new  German  tariff,  which 
becajne  effecti-^e  on  October  1,  1925.     These  rr.tes  are  eq-aivalent  to  71 
cents  Toer  box  and  $2,33  per  barrel,  or  about  38  cents  a  box  and  $1,24 
a  barrel  higher  than  the  rates  fixed  under  the  conventional  schedule. 
The  bulj<:  of  German  Irrports  f.vom  France  prob?.oly  talr.e  the  "onpacked  rate 
under  the  general  schedule,  which  is  about  equal  to  the  tariff  on  im- 
ports from  the  United  States  in  packages.     Canadian  apples,  particularly 
barreled  stock,  are  at  a  consi6_er?ble  disadvantage,  it  appears,  in 
comooting  in  the  German  market. 

The  lov;  conventional  rates  on  bulk  app-es  ond  on  ppplcs  imported 
in  sacks  f;wor  importation  from  neighboring  ccmtries ,  such  as  liolland, 
3elgiti-m,  Switzerland  and  Austria  and  restrict  the  demand  for  North 
American  apples  during  October,  ITovem.ber  and  December.
